Fatal Accident 
in Coleman Mine 


The community was startled 
on Tuesday morning to hear 
the news of a fatal accident in 
the mine. A large lump of coal 
weighing almost fifty tons drop- 
ped from the pillar just above 
where several miners 
working, crushing and 
eating three of them.

J. Homenac was instantly kill- 
ed and W. Kelly sustained a 
fracture at the base of the skull 
resulting in compression of the 
brain from hemmorage. his 
thigh was also fractured over 
the high joint. Mr. Kelly died 
at the hospital on Wednesday 
afternoon at 4 p.m. He leaves 
a widow and two children.
